Or are we uncertain (or perhaps 
even dishonest) In our opinions? 
When we get right down to Jt, 
there are so many uncertainties, 

so many. questions >ft. unans- 

know any more about the sub- 
ject than* we did this time last 
month. A survey of this type 
is bound to be inconclusive, and 
this survey was rendered even 
more inconclusive by a number 
of Inherent weaknesses In the 
wav the survey was conducted, 
and in the type questions asked. 
(In fact, the survey's various 
faults have been pointed out to 
us by so many students that the 
editors feel obliged to try to 

justify at least some of these 

faults, and explain some of the 



difficulties we were working 
under. 

The choice and working of 
questions was the one aspect 
of the survey most severely cri- 
ticized. Originally, we had plan- 
ned a much more comprehen- 
sive questionnaire, dealing with 
such subjects as birth control. 
promiscuity, and other related 
problems. But H soon became 
apparent that such an approach 
might get out of hand: the num- 
ber of questions would snow- 
ball until we had a prohibitively 
long and unwieldy questionnai- 
re. So we decided to limit the 
survey to onje problem only, 
and we felt that premarital sex 
would be the problem most per- 
tinent to our age group and 
social status.

first considered asking only one, row and dogmatic way, and 

would have preferred to answer 
each question at lenght But 
having had bitter experience in 
the past with Laurentian stu- 
dents* extreme reluctance to ex- 
press themselves in extended 
prose, the editors decided that 
only by composing a "Yes" and 
"No" type of questionnaire 
could wo hope to get a signifi- 
cant number of people to com- 
plete the forms. To compensate 
for this limitation, we invited

answered "Yes" to the other 
four, and vice • versa (One 
of the most surprising results, 
however, was that very few peo- 
ple did give the same answer to 
all five questions). The only way

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The weekend of November 22-25 was a tragic one for the whole 
world. But among the more obvious questions which almost all 
mankind was asking Itself — questions of political Implications* 
moral responsibility and the like — many of us had questions of 
deeper, perhaps more personal significance. In particular, some 
of us may wonder why we, as Individuals, actually felt a sense of 
personal loss, of bereavement, almost as if a friend or relative 
had died. We In Canada, who can rcmoin more or less objective and 
uninvolved in the political passion of our southern neighbours — 
why should we feel such great sadness? Is It merely because, like 
most of the world, we were fascinated by John Kennedy's personal 
magnetism, his boyishly handsome appearance, his friendly smile? 

I prefer to believe that our feelings toward the president 
as an individual were the result of something more. I believe we 
were aware, whether overtly or not, of the unique significance of 
this man's life. The fact that John Kennedy lived has had a 
beneficial effect upon the total of human experience. He was not 
perfect, of course; he was human, and had faults, some of them 
grave, 'perhaps. But much more i m p o rt a n t were his assets. 
His life was exemplary: he was a- man who genuinely believed in 
certain Ideals; Ideals which, regardless of their relative practicabi- 
lity in xi complicated and excessively materialistic modem world, 
were motivated almost entirely by a sense of personal negation 
and by a devotion to profound moral beliefs. He was a patriot. 
In every sense of that somewhat overworked word. 

We are compelled to believe this about him, for what other 
motives could he have had for leading such a personally rigorous 
and even dangerous life? The suggestions of financial gain or 
personal glory are ridiculous; for In the one case/he was a 
millionaire, and In the other, he accepted the role which history 
offered him with a full knowledge of the many serious risks 
involved, and the animosity he would undoubtedly arouse from 
some quarters. No; the life and death of John P. Kennedy prove 
almost beyond doubt this lack or concern for himself, and his deep 
concern for others. 

This, perhaps, Is why we feel his loss so heavily. He was not 
perfect; but he provided a brief but dazzling glimpse at a perfection 
to which every human being aspires, and of which almost all fall 
short.

EDITOR'S NOTE; The following 
are excerpts from comments made 
anonymously by some of the male 
students who com / deled forms for 
our Sex Survey. 

"Pre * marital* sex relations 
should not be on anbitrary affair, 
but one governed by a sense of 
nature responsibility and a true 
understanding of the reasons for 
such relations. People engaging 
In pre-marital sex should really 
love each other, do it tinder 
the compunction of natu- 
re, -and have good medical ad- 
vice and a good knowledge of 
sex hygiene, physiology, etc. But 
pre-marital sex should bo avoid- 
ed if possible because ... it 
carries certain disadvantages 
and far reaching problems.

Invalid and Unreliable 



\Ve must assume bf course, 
that this test is invalid and un- 
reliable. The main objective was 
to incite you to comment; and 
we employed this round about 
method to do it Since another 
arllcie deals with your com- 
ments, let's look at the results 
as they stand. 

From the comparative male 
and female answers, it's obvious 
that from the male point of 
view, We ore superior to the fe- 
male or perhaps a better word 
is "more privileged", according 
to a comparison between ques- 
tions number 3, 4 and 5. Surpri- 
singly enough, the female seems 
to back us up. Perhaps "privili- 
ged" is not the word to use, 
but in any case, a difference 
is recognized by both sides. 

Certain people might conclude 
that the answer to number one 
should determine the same ans- 
wer to the rest of the questions, 
and that an inconsistency would 
show that we do not practice 
what we preach. In other words, 
we say one thing and do the 
other. 
However, the students, in many 



cases, found this survey hard to 
answer simply by a yes or a no, 
some would have preferred to 
qualify their answers with an 
"it all depends". 

People like to judge things 
in the light ot circumstances, 
and not by all encompassing 
moral standards. This is an in- 
dividualistic attitude rejected by 
"ail encompassing moral stan- 
dards". These exceptions to eve- 
rything, could not effectively 
govern the person's action in 
that situation. 

This is not an idealistic but 
rather a realistic and material 
attitude; and here I generalize, 
an opinion which applies to any 
subject involved in a decision 
concerning values. Everybody's 
standards or values should have 
a relative amount of flexibility. 
By this 1 don't mean standards 
that band to one's whims, but 
rather standards viewed in the 
light of common sense. Don't 
try to view your actions accord- 
ing to a set of pussy-footed pla- 
titudes.

pre-marital sex relations, but 
for engaged couples certain cir-

"I think the question of pre- 
marital sex can only be answer- 
ed on a personal basis, and that 
no one can justifiably say what 
others ought or ought not to do. 
However, it is necessary to in- 
clude, in a discussion on this, 
the reasons why people enter sex 
relationships outside marriage. 
Re question 2: If the two are 
truly in dove and are unable to 
be married yet, and their love- 
making is an expression of this 
love, then 1 think their pre-ma- 
rital sex relations can be justi- 
fied. On the other hand, 1 doubt 
if purely physical sexual rela- 
tions without a spiritual contact 
through love can be equaily jus- 



tified." 

** ... It is a proven fact that 
many marriages go wrong be- 
cause newly-weds have no idea 
of what sex is* It is possible to 
cope with the everyday problems 
of married life if the everynlght 
problem cannot be solved. I 
firmly believe a man and woman 
should know, both physically 
and spiritually, if they are meant 
for each other before the mar- 
riage ... It is certainly every 
woman's wish to arrive on the 
wedding night pure as a lily. 
However, many girls who have 
maintained their virginity up to 
that point are often no too will- 
ing to give it up. It is not a 
piece of paper that will change 
a girl's character, or her fears 
and doubts about sex. I think 
it is better to arrive at the altar 
a shade or two darker than lily- 
white than to be incompatible 
with your husband for a life- 
time."

the subjects of the survey to 
add their comments on the re- 
verse side of the form (Some 
of the juicier comments received 
in this way are printed else- 
where in this issue). 

Finally, there wtll no doubt 
be many students who will pro- 
test that they were never ap- 
proached to fill out a question- 
naire. Unfortunately, we were 
not able to get nearly as many 
forms into circulation as we had 
hoped, especially among the En- 
glish - speaking males. In fact, 
less than half the total number in 
the latter category were ap- 
proached. But the questionnaires 
were spread about the school 
4n such a way that we can be 
reasonably certain of having 
reached a representative por- 
tion of the student body. 

So this is the Lambda Survey 
on Pre-marital Sex, for what 
it's worth.

I hart* read with great interest 
your editorial in the September 
AOth edition oj Lambda* and I 
will say that / agree tvith your 
views in prindfjie* You will recall 
that you were lamenting the con- 
dition of the English section oj 
that ixtfwr. and were* via a cute 
intermingling of comfdiments and 
deprecations, blaming Huntington 
College and her CONITOR for a 
division in the ranks, so to sf>euf:. 
I am inclined to agree with you 
that the presence of the Conitor 
does limit the effectiveness of 
Lambda, and having been a /mst 
editor of the Conitor* I know that 
it was a thorn in the side of Mssrs. 
foly and Ramsay, and At elle Tru- 
dean, alt of whom were labouring 
in the interests of htmhda. How* 
ever. jH'rhaps a background sketch 
might might help to ex/Jain how 
the Conitor evolved, and why Hun* 
tington did not desire to contrU 
Imte to Lambda. HUT WHY 
.SHE SHOULD NOW. 

Early in 1960, fsntrcntian Uni- 
versity published the LAUREN* 
TIAN GAZETTE, under the able 
direction of Mr. Richard Joty. 
This was a landmark, since the 
official voice of the Jesuit Uni* 

versity of Sudbury had* the year 

lUffure. been susjtended by the 
directors of that university. EvU 
* detitty the students were expressing 
themselves too vividly* or some* 
thing. As I say. the Gazette was 
a landmark; bat in those days 
it was so closely censored by staff 
representatives that we it h e 
students) felt we were living under 
a Victorian regime* Some of the 
issues of last yearns Lambda would 
never have seen print if they had 
apjyeared two years earlier. We 
at Huntington felt oppressed by 
this slavery of the Press, and the 
only way we could freely commit* 
nicate was to create a college 
iieuswjter. The Conifer (now Co* 
niton was bom. and has pros[>ered 
ever since. 

There is another reason that 
has fierpetuated the Conitor. ft is 



obvious that the Conitor has not 
been a NEWSfxtfxir, but ratfier 
a fmblication of controversy and 
ideas. It is also obvious that 
Lambda has been primarily a 
NEWS paper, which h as carried 
controversy ami creative articles 
as a sideline. Laurentian needs 
Lambda, but it also needs a lite* 
rary publication* Only the Conifer 
(which did not apf>car last year) 
has tried to provide a vent for 
literary draughts. Lambda h a s 
tried to become a large university 
{hi/xt before it had the raw mate* 
rial to draw ufx>n, and in its 
effort to tarn out an edition once 
a month, it has produced some 
frightful abortions. In the first 
year of fmblication. although there 
were only 1113 students and every* 
body who cared knew what the 
news was. there was a htmbda 
every month or so, and it was the 
news that everyone had been dis* 
trussing for weeks. Besides this, the 
cost of publishing the piper was 
out of proportion with its value. 
It was argued, though, that if the 
Lambda was to be a newsfXtpT, 
it was to took like a newspafHtr, 
come, hell or high water land usu* 
ally ROTH came). 

Finally, anoth er reason that 
Conitor has flourished is the fact 
that there has always been a soli* 
citor for that publication in the 
general area of the college. Lamb* 
da is a bit more remote, and has 
not really been aggressive at linn* 
tington. Lambda has Huntington 
representatives, but never anyone 
who was a fx>pular leader at the 
college; this means a great deal. 
And I can assure yon that an edi- 
torial will not suffice to increase 
the relatively small supftori from 
Huntington. 

I think the time is rip* to short* 
en the gap between Conitor and 
Lambda, but it is going to require 
a drastic change of direction in 
I. a m b d a. At its present level. 
Lambda is fulfilling almost no 
role, other than a psychological 
one. . . . lint if you plan to in* 
corporate the Conitor as an ally. 
I wish you luck, because a tradi* 
tion has already grown up.
